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MR, PHELP’S HAMLET, AND 
SADLER’S WELLS. 


The customary annual performance of 
Shakspeare’s more favourite plays is now 
drawing to a close, Hamlet having been 
performed on Monday evening week for 
the last time this season, the chief imper- 
sonation being as usual by Mr. Phelps. 

From the number and variety of these 
produced at this theatre, and their attend- 
ant success, it is clearly evident that the 
neighbouring inhabitants adequately appre- 
ciate the works of our great dramatic poet, 
and effectually support Mr. Phelps’s con- 
tinued exertions to afford them instructive 
amusement. 

Excepting the Princess's and, perhaps, 
occasionally at the Surrey, this is the sole 
instance of a like kind, worthy of mention, 
in the metropolis, and certainly sets an 
example of good t:ste to our western popu- 
lation, amongst whom, farce and French 
comedy, “clothed in an English dress,” 
reign predominent. And we would remark 
that at the Princess's, splendour of scenery 
and the most brilliant decorations jorm the 
leading attraction, being rather amusement 
for the eye than an address to the under- 
Standing, and comprising more shew than 
reality. But such is far from the case at 
Sadler’s Wells, where—although every 
attention is paid to the minutest detail, 
both in scenery and appointments, which 
are executed with very refined taste—the 
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chief object in view, indeed, the primary 
consideration of the managers, is to illus- 
trate the words of the author—in the 
former case, with a faithful adherence to 
his explicit directions, in the latter, to his 
text. 

Although the merits of Mr Charles 
Kean's Hamlet will compete with those of 
Mr. Phelps’s, in the same character, we feel 
confident that a judicious observer would 
accord considerable superiority in favour of 
the latter gentleman, more especially in 
conception He does not, like Kean, seize 
some remarkable passage or striking inci- 
dent to depict oh eineape colour and 
unusual force, but throws a proportionate 
strength of tint into every single beauty 
and individual part, distributing through 
his whole performance an evenness of effect, 
a perfect contrast of lightandshade. His 
delineations of passionate emotion are 
never overwrought; in fact, Mr. Phelps’s 
tragedy firmly shows that ‘‘a hero never 
appears so great, so truly such, as 
when the most powerful temptations, the 
most affecting misfortune, the severest 
injuries, and the most exalted projects are 
not able to discompose his soul.” 


Now Kean, in Hamlet, and his other 
few characters, when giving vent to the 
highest passion and the noblest rage, Can- 
not prevent our imagination from reflecting 
that we see the player, not the person. 
Phelps, moreover, has all the chief nataral 
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qualifications of a tragedianne: a fine figure 
and dignified bearing, a majestic and 
sonorous voice, and an expressive counte- 
nance, without all of which the truthful 
representation of a “ hero” can rarely, if 
ever, be realised. 

In instituting a comparison between C. 
Kean and Phelps we confine our remarks 
to {Hamlet alone, for we need scarcely 
observe that to do such as an actor, ia the 
extended meaning of the word, would be 
an extravagant absurdity. 

Phelps plays with equal perfection in 
comedy and tragedy—a range of talent 
never seen to pre-eminence inany but the 
most distinguished players. Bearing this 
in mind, with his true originality of con- 
ception, and summing up the various qual- 
ities of his acting, with its multitude of 
beauties of the highest order, and is one 
of the remaining few who bring to memory 
the pleasing recollections of past days, 
when E. Kean, Young, and Macready 
where in their zenith. He has won his 
way to fame by the legitimate path of inde- 
fatigable industry and hard _persevere- 
ance; and his really sterling merit bearsa 
broad contrast to the mere glittering 
external shew of the present director of 
the Court Theatricals. 





METROPOLITAN THEATRES 





Drury Lane.— The Keeleys having 
been engaged here gives an excellent 
opportunity for the manager to bring out 


the old sterling comedies. Tne Cure 
for the Heart Ache has been played in a 
most admirable manner, it having been 
cast with talent of the very first order of 
the present day. CC. Mathews, as young 
Rapid, is in bis element, and puts us in 
mind of the great genteel comedy actor, 
Elliston, in his palmy days. We have no 
actor ai the present time who is capable 
of embodying the light, bustling, vivid, 
elastic, and buoyant spirit, which such 
parts require, as this versatile comedian 
possesses. It is true we have had Mr. 
Murdoch, at the Haymarket, lately, who 
has assumed several genteel comedy char- 
acters with a degree of success that must 











have given him much confidence to con- 
tinue his studies, but the parts he has 
played have been more of the sentimental 
than the dashing fops and careless spend- 
thrifts. Mr, Keeley is, in the comedy 
portions, all that can be desired ; the only 
part where he fails to produce a pathetic 
sensation upon the audience is where his 
son is about to fight the duel. This requires 
a more sensitive feeling than Mr. Keeley 
is capable of giving effect to, and where 
both Munden and Farren excelled in this 
character. All the other parts in this 
amusing comedy were admirably well sup- 
ported; and we congratulate the manager 
and the public at the course he has adopted 
in giving so great a variety of entertain- 
ments and so satisfactorilly carried out. 
The pantomime continues a most successful 
run, and is stil] placed upon the stage with 
the most brilliant and glaring effects, the 
whole of the corps de ballet having been 
supplied with entire new dresses. The 
house continues to be fashionably and 
numerously attended ; and it must be both 
pleasing and profitable to the manager to. 
find his exertions so well appreciated by a 
liberal public. 


Haymarket.—-We are glad to be ena- 
bled to congratulate Mr. Buckstone upon 
the successful run of the new play of 
Double-Faced People, which has now 
become a decided favourite with the play- 
goingtown. The characters are admirably 
drawn, and the language hoth witty and 
racy, as well as the plot and incidents being 
of a most interesting character. Great 
justice is done to the author by all the 
staff engaged in it, and we can, with great 
pleasure, recommend an early visit to wit- 
ness its performance. 


Strand.—This favourite little place of 
amusement can boast of a varied and 
talented performance, with a quick suc- 
cession, equalled by few ofits rivals. The 
great attraction for the last three weeks 
has been the Howard Family, who have 
recently arrived from the United States, 
enacting the principal charactersin Uncle 
Tom's Cabin, &c. The St. Clair, Topsy 


‘and Eva,.by Mr. Mrs. and little Cordellia, 
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tainly the best that have ever appeared on 
any English Stage. The easy and gentle- 
manly acting of Mr. H., is the kind*hearted 
St. Clair described, and his death scene 
effective without exertion. The Topsy of 
Mrs. H. is exceedingly rich—a true por- 
traiture of the original described in Uncle 
Tom's Cubin ; she sings and does “a 
Plantation-walk-round Dance” that would 
astonish Juba himself The infant Cor- 
delia H. makes the most effective Eva 
we ever saw; her conception of character, 
for one so young, is truly wonderful 
She has a most expressive countenance, as 
also her voice, both in epeaking and sing- 
ing,so much so, that the audience are 
nightly moved to tears, particularly at her 
song of “ Eva to her Papa,” and her re- 
signation to death. Among those who 
shewed their feelings was General Tom 
Thumb, who was in a private box, and was 
several times overcome to tears; he was, 
at the conclusion of the piece, introduced 
to this wonderful child of talent, Cordelia 
Howard. ‘The family also play in Fash- 
ion and Famine, in which they are 
equally clever. Mrs, Howard is a most 
curiously clever New York Market Wo- 
man; and Cordelia, as the Strawberry 
Girl, again exhibits her wonderful power 
of acting. Everybody should see them, 


Bass’s Assembly Rooom. — Weat- 
tended an amateur performance, by the 
members of the Grosvenor Dramatie Club, 
at this pretty little theatre, last Friday 
evening, The performance was announced 
to commence at seven precisely, we how- 
ever waited very patiently until eight, 
when we were informed (npon asking,) 
that the reason of the delay was occasioned 
by a young lady thet was to have played 
the principal character, had disappointed 
them, but another of the fair sex had 
kindly (2) offered to read the part. This, 
however, was not the case, as it was played 
in a very respectable mannet by a Miss 
L. Lawrence. The curtain rose with Zhe 
Rent Day. Martin Heywood, by Mr. 
Mays, would have been clever had he been 
perfect and thrown more action into the 
character, Silver Jack found an able 





representative in the hands of Mr. Young ; 
the same can be said of Mr. Villiers, as 
Toby Heywood. ‘The Crumbs of Mr. Gye 
was marred by Squire Grantley and Bull- 
frog requiring the assistance of the promp- 
ter so very often. ‘Too much praise cannot 
be awarded to the ladies, as they appeared 
not only to know the words, but act the 
characters. The farce of The Irish Lion 
followed, all the parts being well filled and 
played admirably. The Wreck Ashore 
concluded the eveaing’s amusement. Mr. 
Young, as Miles Bertram, was much too 
heavy. ‘The Marmaduke Magog of Mr. 
Bass elicited roars of laughter from a 
delighted audience. Mr. Rayner’s Gram- 
pus was all that could be desired; and 
Alice Manners was far above mediocrity.

Having said thus much in favour of the 
photographic group itself, we regret being 
compelled to find fault with the key, which 
is in &@ measure worthless, and contains 
errors not simply as regards the typogra- 
phical part, but with respect to the com- 
piling.

A new soprano, Marietta Spezia, who has 
gained great distinction at Jia Scala and 
other Italian houses, is to make her debut 
in England at her Majesty's Theatre; and 
a tenor, also with a high Italian reputation, 
Signor Guiglini. For the ballet depart. 
ment Marie Taglioni, Katrine, and Rosati 
are re-engaged. 

Royal Italian Opera, Drury Lane.— 
Auber’s Fra Diavolo, for which the author 
has just written recitatives, wiil be per- 
formed at the Royal Italian opera during 
tte approaching season, with the following 
east: —Fra Diavolo, Signor Mario; Lord 
Allcash, Signor Ronconi; Lady Alleash, 
Mdlle. Marai; and Zerlins, Madame Bosio, 
Auber has composed a new air for Mario, 
and re-written the last finale. Herold’s 
Zompa will likewise be produced, with 
Mario and Lablache in the principal cha- 
racters. Madame Ristori has also been 
engaged for dramatic representations, in 
connection with opera subscription, as last 
year at the Lyceum. 


New Royal Italian Opera —At length 
it is determined upon that—to use a new 
metaphor—old Covent Garden is to rise 
like a phonix. The Times of Monday 
informs us that the Duke of Bedford has 
leased to Mr. Gye, for ninety years, not 
only the ground upon whichC ovent-garden 
Theatre stood, but also that which is 
covered by the Piazza hotel, together with 
other tenements in the rear, extending into 
Hart-street, the whole being equivalent to 
upwards of an acre of land. The area of 
the theatre will be considerably larger 
shan previously, comprising an enclosure 
of 240 feet by 100, The roof is to consti- 
tute a span of 100 feet, without any 
intermediate supports—so that the scenery 
and stage appurtenances may be removed 





at the shortest notice, and the whole interior 


converted into a vast concert-room. The 
building is to be entirely fireproof, the 
timbers being prepared on the fireproof 
process which is now adopted in construct- 
ing the government lighthouses. Although 
the space to be occupied by the theatre is 
necessarily large, it will not include the 
waole of the ground comprehended in the 
lease. It is intended to devote the remain- 
ing portion to a flower-market, in the shape 
of a vast glass bazaar, eighty feet in 
diameter and 250 feet in length, for the 
exhibition and sale of flowers, plants, and 
all the objects and conveniences that inci- 
dentally relate to them. The idea was 
suggested by the well-known Marché aux 
Fleurs, which forms one of the most 
popular and agreeable lounges in that city 
of loungers, Paris. 

The Handel Festival —Monday the 15, 
Wednesday the 17th, and Friday the 19th 
of June, have been fixed as the days for the 
three performances of the Grand Handel 
festival at the Crystal Palace. These 
dates have received the approval of her 
Majesty and Prince Albert, who have inti- 
mated their intention of being present. 
The oratorios which it is intended to per- 
form are the Messiah, Judas, Maccabeus, 
and Israel in Egypt. It is proposed to 
have a full choral rehearsal on Sa‘urday 
the 13th. 


St. James's Music Hall. We read in the 
Building News—the greater portion of 
the western side of George-court, and a 
part of the southern side of Little Vine- 
street, have been pulled down, and the 
debris are being cleared away in prepara- 
tion for putting in the foundation of the 
St. James’s Music Hall, and the extensive 
buildinzs connected wtth it. The new 
structures are to be erected by a company 
on the limited liability system, and will 
oceupy a very considerable area, lying 
between the Regent-quadrant and Picca- 
dilly. The architect employed by the 
company is Mr. Owen Jones, and the 
group of buildings will comprise a grand 
hall, 134 feet long by sixty feet wide, and 
sixty feet in height, together with two 
minor hal's, one sixty feet by forty-eight 
feet.
